STHIK3KS WEAKENING. 


Statements by President Wiokes 


and Chairman Heathcote. 


Thf admissions of W. T. Heathcote. 


chairman of the Pullman strikers, as re- 
ported in the Chicago papers, indicate 
that the Pullman men are about ready 
to go to work. Mr. Heathcote says that 
he has practically given up hope, the 
only reason for holding on being that 
Debs might be able to come to the res- 
cue. He said if Debs would declare the 
general strike off, the Pullman strike 
would also be at an end. Chairman 
Heathcote finds difficulty in keeping the 
strikers together on account of the 
diversity of nationalities. 
Tho Holland- 


ers, who number about 1200, and the 
Poles, with an equal number, he said, 
who together constitute a majority of 
the Pullman employes, are anxious to 
return regardless of the feelings of the 
other nationalitieF. He says the relief 
committee has just about enough funds 
to last three days longer if each family 
gets only one square meal a day, and 
there is not much prospect of any more 
money coming in. It is the probability 
of starving that brings the men to time. 


In reply to a question concerning the 


starving condition of the former em- 
ployes and the story of the company's 
Aetrrmination to drive them out of its 
louses for failure to pay rents, Mr. 
Wickcssaid: "I do not know anything 
about the families being on the verge of 
starvation, but I do know that there is 
no need for such a condition of affaire. 
The Pullman company has never said 
that it would not take hacic its employes 
when they arc ready to go to work. We 
will not evict them as tenants. Why, 
some of the men who went out on the. 
strike owed the company four months' 
rent before they quit work. They have 
not made any payments since the strike 
aegan, but we do not propose to turn 
them out. We are willing to act chari- 
tably in the matter. As an instance of 
the company's desire to do the right 
thing by its employes who have remained 
loyal Mr. Wickes cited the fact that 
the 700 men who did not go out have 
been well taken care of during the strike. 
They were given positions as watchmen, 
and some of them were employed as gen- 
eral laborers about the plant and' put to 
work to ballast up some of the tracks in 
the yards at Pullman. Mr. Wickea said 
the disposition of the company all the 
way through the present difficulty has 
been to treat its employes a good deal 
better than the employes have treated 
the company. 


Well Fixed. 


The board of supervisors last week, on 


account of existing troubles in the coun- 
try, passed a resolution to ask Gov. Alt- 
geld for 200 rifles and 10,000 rounds of 
ammunition, to be used by the county 
in case of an emergency. The governor 
responded favorably and the guns and 
ammunition were received here Satur- 
day night.--Danrtile Coinntereial. 


There are two companies of volunteers 


among th« Danville citizens organized 
to rush to arms in time of riots to pro 
tect life and property. A similar move- 
ment has frequently been suggested for 
Decatur, but ,we hare the courageous 
Guards well equipped, aud the Grand 
Army veterans can be called on in case 
of a pinch to keep dawn lawlessness.

The petition that a brick sidewalk on 


the west side of Clayton between Mari- 
etta and Orchard streets be not built 
this year was referred.

place of beginning. 
The petition was 


referred to tho Street and Alley coin 
mittee. 


Aid. Drake offered si motion that the 


city force work 9 hours instead of 10 
hours a day at 81.75 u' day. Mayor 
Moffitt declared tho motion out of order. 
Nevertheless theio was a little discussion 
on the point. Aid. Button said whon he 
voted to increase the hours of woi'-!io 
did so believing that the city was short 
of money, but since then tax pa} ore hod 
asked him why he had \oted to increase 
the hours of labor. Ho was \\illmgto 
lessen tho hours of work if tho tax 
payers were. Aid. Montgomery sug 
pested that tho ordinance seta forth that 
the city shall pay no more than others 
do for common labor. Hunt & Co. pay 
$1.25 a day. Brenneman <fc Co. say they 
can get all the labor they want at a dot 
lar a day. It was suggested that the 
matter bo referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee. The reduction of the hours 
was simply increasing the wages. Aid. 
Knight reminded the aldermen that tho 
Drake motion had been declared out of 
order, and the discussion ceased. 


Tho Water and Light committee le 


commended that one light be taken from 
each tower except the one on Lincoln 
square and placed in each ward where 
most needed, subject to tho approval of 
the aldermen of such ward. This was 
adopted. 


Ex-Engineer Burgees reported i'\tra 


work done on College street by P. H. 
Hunt & Co. amounting to 9124.42. It 
was referred to the Public Improvement 
committee. He also reported that the 
brick paving on College street from El 
dorado to Prairie street was completed.

Confusion came with the first sounc 


of the explosion. Commanding officeri 
and men of the ranks could not realize 
what it was. The first thought in the 
minds of many survivors was that re 
vengeful railroad strikers or theirsym 
pathizers had hurled a bomb in their 
midst, as they were close on the stock 
yards railroad tracks. 


The first word of command came 


from Capt. Dodd, for the cavalry t 
wheel out of the path of the flying pro- 
jectiles. The movement of the Indian 
fighting cavalrymen was more like a 
stampede. 
Fortunately, there was 


plenty of room for every horse anc 
rider, or there would probably have 
been some fatal collisions. The driv 
ers of the artillery horses could not get 
out of the way. All the horses were 
dead or dying. 


The beautiful boulevard, with its 


doable rows of stately trees on each 
side, seemed to have suddenly becom 
tke arena of a bloody conflict between 
armed forces. Blood from man an<~ 
beast lying dead or wounded on thi 
grassy plots on each side flowed in riv 
ulets and mingled with the heaps o 
blood-stained trappings and gun car 
ringes. 


Twenty-six powder-stained percus- 


sion shots which had escaped the ex 
plosion lay in a d ouble row on th 
green sward guarded by police, as a 
slight concussion would have caused 
second calamity. 


Every soldier stood at his post unde 


the fire of the artillery, and those wh 
were unhurt eame quickly to succo 
those who were not beyond earthlv ak 
before the *eho of the last explosion 
had died away. 


Civilian surgeons, hearing the deal 


ening roar, harried to the scene wit 
appliances, and the wounds of the liv

Wagon loads of police came flying t< 


the scene to restore order and kee] 
the gathering thousands of civilian 
from encroaching on the scene of earn 
age.

Ambulance s took 
the wounded to Michael Reese an<

The cavalrymen left their horses & 


a safe distance and joined their com 
rades of the seventh in the work of car- 
ing for the wounded and clearing th 
debris from the roadway. Troopei 
with drawn swords and mounted par] 
policemen kept the thousands of cnri 
ons people to the sidewalks until the 
march of the saddened soldiers to earn] 
began. New horses and new drivers 
had to be hired to draw the pieces 01 
artillery from the scene of horror.
